Dear  Chief  Administrators  and  PoCs  on  the  SAVE/Verification  of  Lawful  Status  (VLS)  Service: 

Our  work  to  mitigate  the  problems  many  of  you  are  experiencing  with  the  USCIS/VLS-SAVE  verification  service  is 
progressing.  Here  is  an  update  of  our  most  recent  efforts: 

•  Philippe  Guiot,  Ian  Grossman,  Cian  Cashin  and  I  met  with  Tammy  Meckley,  Associate  Director,  Immigration 
Records  and  Identity  Services  Directorate  (USCIS)  and  with  Mr.  Mark  Schwartz,  Chief  Information  Officer,  Office 
of  Information  (USCIS)  on  March  13,  2017  to  discuss  the  recent  series  of  SAVE  outages.  DHS  acknowledged  that 
the  series  of  outages  were  due  to  an  obsolete  technical  infrastructure  and  a  complex  internal  network  prone  to 
outages. 

•  At  the  meeting,  Ms.  Meckley  and  Mr.  Schwartz  reported  that  DHS  is  currently  migrating  servers  to  Amazon's 
cloud  service  (AWS).  They  expect  progress  in  two  phases: 

o  Phase  I  should  alleviate  the  capacity  issues  responsible  for  a  large  number  of  the  recent  outages.  Target 
completion  June  2017. 

o  Phase  2  consists  of  replacing  the  Enterprise  Service  Bus  (ESB)  which  is  the  interface  between  SAVE  and  all 
external  parties  including  AAMVA's  Verification  of  Lawful  Status  (VLS).  The  ESB  has  also  been  the  source 
of  numerous  outages.  It  will  be  replaced  with  direct  connections  to  external  stakeholders.  DHS  is  in  the 
process  of  selecting  a  vendor  to  support  this  initiative  but  was  unable  to  provide  a  target  date  for 
getting  the  second  phase  complete  at  this  time. 

•  AAMVA  will  continue  to  meet  regularly  with  DHS  to  secure  a  clear  plan  on  its  remediation  efforts  and 
implementation  schedule  and  will  report  as  progress  is  made. 

Secondly,  attached  is  a  report  on  the  outages  and  summary  results  of  the  AAMVA  survey  many  of  you  completed.  This 
data  is  assisting  USCIS  understand  the  problem  and  AAMVA's  IT  team  to  diagnose  what  if  any  mitigation  actions  we 
could  take. 

Resolving  this  issue  for  our  jurisdiction  members  is  a  top  priority  for  me  and  Philippe.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact 
us  if  you  would  like  to  discuss  any  of  this  in  more  detail  at  this  time.

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1  Background 


The  U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Service  (USCIS)  operates  the  Systematic  Alien  Verification  for  Entitle¬ 
ments  (SAVE)  service,  which  allows  federal,  state,  and  local  governments  to  determine  the  immigration  status 
of  applicants  when  determining  eligibility  for  benefits.  It  is  used  by  driver  license  agencies  (DLA)  to  deter¬ 
mine  eligibility  for  obtaining  a  driver's  license  or  ID  card  (DL/ID). 

The  Verification  of  Lawful  Status  (VLS)  service  is  one  of  several  ways  that  users  can  access  the  SAVE  service. 
Prior  to  the  development  of  VLS,  most  DLAs  that  wished  to  access  SAVE  used  an  Internet-based,  stand-alone 
graphical  user  interface  that  U.S.  Citizenship  and  Immigration  Service  (USCIS)  provided  as  a  turnkey  applica¬ 
tion.  This  Internet-based  access  method  is  often  referred  as  WEB-3.  Using  WEB-3  did  not  permit  a  DLA  to  in¬ 
tegrate  the  SAVE  verification  process  into  its  existing  DL/ID  card  issuance  systems.  As  a  result,  the  use  of 
SAVE  via  WEB-3  was  essentially  limited  to  back  office  or  central  processing  rather  than  supporting  front  line 
personnel. 

In  2008/2009,  working  under  a  contract  with  DHS,  AAMVA  developed  the  VLS  service  to  provide  access  to 
SAVE  in  a  manner  that  DLAs  could  more  easily  integrate  into  their  existing  DL/ID  issuance  systems.  The  VLS 
Service  allows  a  DLA  to  use  the  existing  AAMVAnet  infrastructure  to  access  the  SAVE  system  in  a  manner  sim¬ 
ilar  to  how  they  access  other  verification  services  such  as  the  Social  Security  On-line  Verification  (SSOLV)  ser¬ 
vice,  the  Commercial  Drivers  Information  System  (CDLIS),  the  Problem  Driver  Pointer  System  (PDPS),  and  the 
U.S.  Passport  Verification  Service  (USPVS).  This  allows  the  DLA  to  better  integrate  the  verification  process  in¬ 
to  its  existing  DL/ID  card  issuance  systems. 

Since  its  inception,  VLS/SAVE  system  availability  has  been  an  on-going  concern  for  DLAs.  It  is  imperative  that 
DHS-USCIS  realizes  that  the  SAVE/VLS  system  is  now  one  of  the  mission-critical  systems  used  by  DLAs  to  is¬ 
sue  driver  licenses  and  ID  cards.  As  of  the  date  of  this  document,  the  unreliability  of  the  system  is  affecting  the 
operations  and  the  reputation  of  DLAs  nationwide. 

This  report  provides  detailed  information  regarding  the  following: 

•  FY2017  application  availability  for  all  AAMVA  and  non  AAMVA  applications; 

•  VLS  transaction  success  rate  between  October  2015  to  February  2017; 

•  detail  analysis  on  DLAs  responses  to  AAMVA  survey; 

•  detail  SAVE/VLS  outages  in  January  and  February  2017;  and 

•  Florida’s  impact  assessment  of  the  SAVE/VLS  outages

This  section  provides  an  analysis  of  the  results  of  a  performance  survey  AAMVA  conducted  with  DLAs  that  use 
the  SAVE/VLS  service.  About  24  DLA’s  responded  to  the  survey  and  the  results  are  consolidated  below  across 
the  five  questions  from  the  survey.

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Question  4:  How  would  you  rate  the  SAVE/VLS  system  availability  compared  to  other  nationwide  ver¬ 

ification  services  such  as  SSOLV,  CDLIS,  PDPS,  etc.  (1  lowest  -  10  highest). 

By  request,  the  responses  for  Questions  4  and  5  from  each  state  below  were  left  anonymous. 

Responses: 

•  The  service  is  not  reliable  at  all. 

•  VLS's  availability  would  be  rated  slightly  lower  than  average  (around  4  on  a  scale  of  1  to  10). 
Although  SAVE  is  given  a  far  better  rating  (around  9  on  a  scale  of  1  to  10),  SAVE  is  only  avail¬ 
able  to  a  small  unit  of  individuals  at  the  Florida  Department  of  Highway  Safety  and  Motor 
Vehicles.  This  is  due  to  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  Florida  and  USCIS.  SAVE 
is  also  only  used  on  a  minimal  scale  by  a  small  unit  of  individuals  at  Florida’s  Department  of 
Highway  Safety  and  Motor  Vehicles  to  help  mitigate  or  reduce  fraudulent  use  or  access  to  the 
system  to  retain  the  integrity  of  the  verification  of  lawful  status  process. 

•  Our  web  service  is  excellent.  We  do  not  use  VLS. 

•  SAVE/VLS  is  not  as  reliable  as  the  other  AAMVA  services 

Question  5:  Provide  an  assessment  (e.g.,  the  number  of  man  hours,  dollars,  or  repeat  customer 

trips,  etc.)  of  the  impact  the  SAVE/VLS  system  outages  have  on  your  organization. 

Responses: 

•  We  have  not  done  a  comprehensive  analysis  on  the  impact  in  terms  of  dollar  figures.  Howev¬ 
er,  the  reputation  of  our  organization  has  taken  a  serious  blow  due  to  the  repeated  system 
issues  from  DHS.  This  is  a  relatively  very  expensive  service  with  the  least  performance  bene¬ 
fits.  Our  organization  is  having  some  serious  conversations  on  how  to  handle  this  situation. 

•  If  an  applicant  applies  for  a  license  or  ID  for  the  first  time  and  SAVE  is  down,  the  jurisdiction 
does  not  issue  a  credential  or  a  temporary  document.  The  customer  must  return  once  SAVE 
is  available.  If  an  applicant  is  a  current  resident  within  the  jurisdiction,  the  jurisdiction  will 
issue  a  60  day  temporary  license  or  ID  until  his/her  documents  can  be  verified  through 
SAVE.  These  multiple  trips  inconveniences  the  customer.  In  addition,  there  is  potential  for  a 
new  resident  to  have  an  expired  license  due  our  inability  to  transfer  his/her  license  into  our 
jurisdiction. 

•  Outages  of  VLS  has  many  impacts  on  our  organization.  It  increases  backlogs  to  customer  ser¬ 
vice.  It  also  requires  the  use  of  extra  man  hours  to  assist  with  backlogs  once  VLS  is  fully  op¬ 
erational.  And  using  alternative  methods  of  assisting  customers  increases  spending  on  the 
back  end — e.g.,  the  cost  of  postage  when  a  customer’s  credentials  must  mailed  due  to  the  use 
of  back  end  verification  processes.  It  also  affects  all  jurisdiction  customers  when  foreign  na¬ 
tionals  are  required  to  make  repeat  visits  to  our  state  offices  once  VLS  is  operational  (i.e., 
wait  times,  etc.) 

•  Over  the  past  couple  of  months  we  have  been  averaging  roughly  3  to  4  full-time  employee 
hours  a  week  managing  the  initial  verifications  manually. 

•  There  is  minimal  adverse  customer  impacts.  However,  outages  do  create  additional  follow¬ 
up  from  agency  staff  to  create  new  cases  for  those  customers  affected.  Based  on  a  5  month 
time  frame  for  impact,  an  estimated  2  to  3  hours  of  additional  manpower  time  is  being  used. 
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•  This  type  of  assessment  was  not  tracked.  The  biggest  impact  it  the  affect  it  had  on  our  cus¬ 
tomers,  who  were  either  required  to  wait  in  the  office  until  the  system  became  available  or 
who  needed  to  return  another  day.  The  branches  were  also  impacted  due  to  irate  customers 
who  we  were  unable  to  assist,  or  due  to  an  influx  of  returning  customers. 

•  Impacts  have  mostly  been  felt  by  our  customers,  and  less  about  costs  to  our  organization. 

•  It  is  hard  to  say,  it  just  requires  repeated  trips  for  the  applicants. 

•  Very  little.  We  issue  the  paper  temporary  and  hold  on  to  the  "hard  card"  until  verification  is 
complete. 

•  Every  customer  who  cannot  be  verified  when  the  system  is  down  will  have  to  return  a  sec¬ 
ond  or  third  time.  Also,  if  the  check  has  to  be  sent  to  a  second  or  third  level  verification,  this 
will  cause  further  delays.  It  is  hard  to  track  the  number  of  man  hours  or  a  dollar  amount 
when  the  system  is  down. 

•  We  are  still  trying  to  do  some  fine  tuning  on  our  side,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  how 
much  of  the  issue  is  on  the  DHS  side,  and  how  much  the  jurisdiction  is  responsible  for.  We 
are  working  hard  on  our  end  to  make  this  successful;  hopefully  DHS  will  see  that  there  is 
more  that  they  can  do  to  make  the  system  more  stable,  resulting  in  less  down  time. 

•  We  are  unable  to  issue  any  new  or  renewed  Photo  ID  or  driver's  license  without  a  verifica¬ 
tion  response  from  SAVE.  Across  the  entire  state,  we  have  71  driver  licensing  centers  that 
are  unable  to  process  non-U.S.  citizens  because  of  this.  As  a  conservative  estimate,  there  are 
likely  between  100  to  250  customers  across  the  state  that  are  affected  by  higher  wait  times 
or  repeat  trips  for  each  hour  that  the  SAVE  system  is  down.  There  is  no  additional  impact 
through  man-hours  or  a  financial  impact  to  the  jurisdiction;  although  it  is  a  significant  im¬ 
pact  on  our  customers. 

•  One  of  the  larger  jurisdictions  in  the  country  processes  approximately  60,000  transactions 
per  month,  which  require  verification  through  VLS.  For  each  full  day  VLS  is  unavailable,  the 
jurisdiction  turns  away  approximately  2,727  customers. 

•  The  impact  we  see  regarding  the  outage  of  VLS  is  not  extreme.  The  customer  does  have  to  re¬ 
turn  but  we  expedite  their  return  and  give  information  to  ensure  that  they  know  that  the 
system  will  be  available  before  they  return  to  an  office.  The  impact  the  jurisdiction  has  re¬ 
garding  VLS  is  when  the  customer  has  to  wait  additional  days  for  the  system  response.  We 
do  suggest  the  person  follow  their  case  of  the  SAVE  Website.

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6  Impact  of  SAVE/VLS  Outages  to  Florida 

Florida  is  an  over-the-counter  issuance  state  and  if  the  customer’s  status  verifies  through  VLS,  Florida  can  is¬ 
sue  the  driver  license  or  ID  card  immediately.  When  VLS  is  down  or  unavailable,  every  transaction  that  re¬ 
quires  VLS  verification  is  pushed  to  the  VLS  work  queue  and  central  issuance.  If  the  customer  applied  for  a  li¬ 
cense,  they  will  receive  a  60-day  temporary  permit  until  the  status  is  verified  and  the  DL  is  mailed  to  them.  If 
they  applied  for  an  ID  card,  they  will  not  receive  anything  until  the  status  is  verified  and  the  ID  card  is  mailed 
to  them. 

The  cases  that  are  moved  to  the  VLS  work  queue  must  be  manually  processed  by  the  members  in  Florida’s 
Document  Validation  Unit  (DVU),  which  consists  of  six  members.  With  the  current  workload,  every  member  is 
on  a  mandatory  20-hour  per  week  overtime  schedule.  In  addition,  Florida  has  been  supplementing  the  DVU 
staff  with  members  and  managers  from  their  field  issuance  offices  who  are  working  overtime  on  Saturdays  to 
assist.  Florida  is  currently  paying  a  minimum  of  200  hours  per  week  in  overtime  in  an  effort  to  process  these 
transactions  prior  to  the  expiration  date  of  the  60-day  temporary  permit. 

During  January  2017,  Florida  processed  over  10,000  DVU  cases;  however,  even  with  overtime  efforts,  these 
VLS  outages  are  creating  a  higher  demand  than  what  Florida  can  keep  up  with.  Florida  is  currently  releasing 
credentials  to  print  69  days  after  the  customer  originally  came  to  their  offices  for  service,  creating  the  follow¬ 
ing  additional  challenges: 

•  additional  calls  to  our  customer  service  center  and  tax  collector  call  centers  from  customers  asking 
when  they  will  receive  their  license  or  ID  card; 

•  return  visits  from  customers  who  need  to  get  an  additional  temporary  permit  to  legally  drive; 

•  a  public  perception  of  very  poor  service; 

•  additional  VLS  checks,  which  we  pay  for;  and 

•  additional  postage  costs. 

Figure4  shows  how  the  volumes  of  licenses  being  issued  by  the  Central  Issuance  Process  at  Florida  has  in¬ 
creased  over  the  years  because  of  the  unavailability  of  the  SAVE/VLS  Service.

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The  cases  that  cannot  be  processed  because  of  SAVE/VLS  unavailability  are  moved  to  the  VLS  work  queue 
and  must  be  manually  processed  by  Florida’s  DVU,  which  consists  of  six  members.  In  addition,  Florida  has 
been  supplementing  the  DVU  staff  with  members  and  managers  from  their  field  issuance  offices,  who  are 
working  overtime  on  Saturdays  to  assist.  Figure5  shows  the  number  of  cases  that  have  been  placed  in  the 
DVU  queue  on  a  monthly  basis  because  of  the  unavailability  of  SAVE/VLS.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.  To  participate  in  DLDV, 
contact  Philip  Quinlan  at  AAMVA:  703-908-2894;  pquinlan@aamva.org.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level.

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP,"

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.  To  participate  in  DLDV, 
contact  Philip  Quinlan  at  AAMVA:  703-908-2894;  pquinlan@aamva.org.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.  To  participate  in  DLDV, 
contact  Philip  Quinlan  at  AAMVA:  703-908-2894;  pquinlan@aamva.org.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.  To  participate  in  DLDV, 
contact  Philip  Quinlan  at  AAMVA:  703-908-2894;  pquinlan@aamva.org.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.  To  participate  in  DLDV, 
contact  Philip  Quinlan  at  AAMVA:  703-908-2894;  pquinlan@aamva.org.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho. 
This  culminated  in  an  Idaho  House  of 
Representatives  bill,  signed  into  law  by  former

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys  conducted  last  fall  tested 
positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from  the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside 
Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron  Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The 
purpose  of  the  study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1 ,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form  of  drug.  In  total, 

53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive  for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine, 
1 2  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent  each  for  benzodiazepines  and 

amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per  cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more 
than  one  drug.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE  Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate  Average  Fuel 
Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration.  The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require  automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of 
their  respective  model  lineups  to  a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased 
sales  of  SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and  52.6  mpg  by 
2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The  proposal  focuses  on  the 
$1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non-defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's 
budget  does  not  include  any  proposed  changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals 
and  cost  estimates  in  the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in  FY  2018,  and 
reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed  cuts  in  the  budget  come  from 
three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018 
Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for  DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease 
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from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration's  air 
traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental  organization,  restructure  and  reduce 
subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long-distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for 
the  Essential  Air  Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery  (TIGER)  grant  program. 
For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration  requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent 
decrease  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in 
discretionary  budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion  percent 
increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 

DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program 
Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent  to  request  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information  collection  for  the  Transportation 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The  information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests 
conducted  and  actions  taken  to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under 
the  Omnibus  Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a  drug 
and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries.  Comments  to  this  notice  must 
be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Idaho  State  Police  Mourns  the  Passing  of  Former 
Director,  Col.  Ed  Strickfaden 

■  The  men  and  women  of  the  Idaho  State  Police  are 
deeply  saddened  to  learn  that  one  of  their  former 
directors  and  the  "Father  of  the  Contemporary  ISP," 
Colonel  (Retired)  Edwin  D.  Strickfaden,  passed  away 
on  March  16,  2017.  Col.  Strickfaden  was  a  dedicated 
public  servant  who  served  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  prior 
to  joining  the  State  Police  in  1967.  He  served  as  a 
Trooper  in  various  ranks  throughout  our  state  and 
became  our  leader  in  1999.  Soon  after  becoming 
director,  Col.  Strickfaden  spearheaded  the  effort  to 
reorganize  the  former  Idaho  Department  of  Law 
Enforcement  to  better  serve  the  citizens  of  Idaho.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Social  Security  Administration  Now  Using  DLDV  in 
California,  Florida  and  Texas 

The  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  continues  to  roll  out  its  online  service 
that  allows  residents  of  U.S  jurisdictions  to  replace  Social  Security  Number  (SSN) 
cards  from  the  comfort  of  their  home  or  office,  without  the  need  to  travel  to  a  SSA 
office.  SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey  Confirms  Drug  Use 
by  Drivers:  Manitoba  Public  Insurance 

One  in  10  Manitoba  drivers  who  participated  in  voluntary  roadside  surveys 
conducted  last  fall  tested  positive  for  drugs,  according  to  findings  released  from 
the  Manitoba  Drug  and  Alcohol  Roadside  Survey,  Crown  Services  Minister  Ron 
Schuler  and  Manitoba  Public  Insurance  announced  today.  The  purpose  of  the 
study  was  to  establish  a  baseline  for  current  drug  and  alcohol  usage  on  Manitoba 
roadways.  Of  the  1,230  drivers  who  participated,  124  tested  positive  for  some  form 
of  drug.  In  total,  53  per  cent  of  drivers  with  drugs  in  their  systems  tested  positive 
for  cannabis,  31  per  cent  for  cocaine,  12  per  cent  for  opioids,  and  two  per  cent 
each  for  benzodiazepines  and  amphetamines/methamphetamines.  Twenty  two  per 
cent  of  these  drivers  tested  positive  for  more  than  one  drug.  Read  more  here.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

SSA's  internet-based  Social  Security  Number  Replacement  Card  (iSSNRC) 
program  reduces  the  number  of  SSN  replacement  card  requests  in  SSA  field 
offices  and  card  centers.  To  increase  security  of  the  online  application,  the 
iSSNRC  application  requires  verification  of  driver's  license  and  identification  card 
information  through  AAMVA's  Driver  License  Data  Verification  (DLDV)  service. 
The  iSSNRC  program  recently  rolled  out  in  California,  Florida  and  Texas,  and  is 
now  available  in  eighteen  jurisdictions:  AZ,  CA,  DC,  FL,  IA,  ID,  KY,  MD,  Ml,  MS, 
ND,  NE,  NM,  PA,  SD,  TX,  WA  and  Wl.  SSA  is  making  launch  plans  for  DE  and 
VA.  Eight  additional  jurisdictions  are  in  the  process  of  coming  onboard  DLDV.  The 
benefit  of  the  iSSNRC  application  is  only  available  to  residents  in  participating 
DLDV  jurisdictions  who  have  had  contact  with  SSA  since  1981.  Residents  can 
check  eligibility  by  opening  their  online  mvSSA  account.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level.

Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

President  Trump  Calls  For  Reassessment  of  CAFE 
Standards 

Last  Wednesday,  President  Donald  Trump  called  for  a  reassessment  of  Corporate 
Average  Fuel  Economy  (CAFE)  standards  set  forth  by  the  Obama  administration. 
The  CAFE  standards,  set  by  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  2012,  require 
automakers  to  bring  the  average  fuel  economy  of  their  respective  model  lineups  to 
a  set  amount  by  the  year  2025.  In  July  of  2016,  due  to  the  increased  sales  of 
SUVs  and  trucks,  the  EPA  relaxed  the  54.5  mpg  target  to  between  50  mpg  and 
52.6  mpg  by  2025. 

President  Trump  Releases  FY  2018  Budget  Proposal 

President  Donald  Trump  unveiled  his  first  budget  outline  last  Thursday.  The 
proposal  focuses  on  the  $1.1  trillion  discretionary  budget  for  FY  2018,  both  non¬ 
defense  and  defense.  President  Trump's  budget  does  not  include  any  proposed 
changes  to  mandatory  spending  or  revenue,  nor  proposals  and  cost  estimates  in 
the  years  beyond  2018.  The  budget  outline  shifts  $54  billion  from  non-defense 
discretionary  spending,  totaling  $603  billion  in  FY  2018,  to  defense,  $462  billion  in 
FY  2018,  and  reduces  most  non-defense  spending.  More  than  half  of  the  proposed 
cuts  in  the  budget  come  from  three  agencies-State,  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS),  and  Education.  The  President's  2018  Budget  requests  $16.2  billion  for 
DOT'S  discretionary  budget,  a  $2.4  billion  or  13  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  This  proposal  would  shift  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration's  air  traffic  control  functions  to  an  independent,  non-governmental 
organization,  restructure  and  reduce  subsidies  to  Amtrak  and  eliminate  long¬ 
distance  Amtrak  route  subsidies  completely.  It  cuts  funding  for  the  Essential  Air 
Service  (EAS)  program,  the  Federal  Transit  Administration's  Capital  Investment 
program,  and  the  Transportation  Investment  Generating  Economic  Recovery 
(TIGER)  grant  program.  For  the  Department  of  Justice,  the  Administration 
requests  $27.7  billion  -  a  $1.1  billion  or  3.8  percent  decrease  from  the  2017 
annualized  CR  level.  Finally,  the  budget  requests  $44.1  billion  in  discretionary 
budget  authority  for  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  a  $2.8  or  6.8  billion 
percent  increase  from  the  2017  annualized  CR  level. 


DOT  Invites  Comments  On  Transportation  Workplace 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  Program  Information  Collection 

The  Department  of  Transportation  (DOT)  invites  public  comments  about  its  intent 
to  request  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approval  to  renew  an  information 
collection  for  the  Transportation  Drug  and  Alcohol  Testing  programs.  The 
information  collection  will  be  used  to  document  tests  conducted  and  actions  taken 
to  ensure  safety  in  the  workplace  and/or  is  necessary  because  under  the  Omnibus 
Transportation  Employee  Testing  Act  of  1991 ,  the  DOT  is  required  to  implement  a 
drug  and  alcohol  testing  program  in  various  transportation-related  industries. 
Comments  to  this  notice  must  be  received  by  May  15,  2017.

Thank  you  for  raising  this  issue.  And  Helen,  thanks  for  your  time  on  our  telephone  discussion  this  afternoon. 

From  a  S2S  Program  perspective  it  is  perfectly  acceptable  for  the  following  to  happen: 

1.  A  person  may  have  more  than  one  pointer  at  the  Central  Site  (provided  that  they  are  not  for  2  DLs,  and  not  for  2 
Real  ID  cards). 

2.  A  person  can  have  more  than  one  pointer  at  the  Central  Site  owned  by  the  same  state,  even  if  the  DL  numbers 
are  the  same.  Pointer  uniqueness  is  determined  by  the  combination  of  State,  DL  number,  Card  Type,  Real  ID 
indicator. 

3.  A  state  can  enforce  the  state's  own  rules  regarding  allowing,  or  not  allowing,  multiple  pointers. 

Suppose  that  a  person  holds  a  DL  and  an  ID  card,  issued  by  the  same  state  (say  State  A),  and  with  the  same  DL 
number.  (One  can  be  a  Real  ID  card,  or  neither  could  be  a  Real  ID  card,  but  that  is  not  germane  to  the  discussion.)  That 
person  now  applies  for  a  DL  in  a  new  state  (say  State  B).  If  state  B  does  not  allow  a  person  to  hold  more  than  one 
credential.  State  B  would  do  a  CSOR  separately  on  the  DL  and  ID  pointers,  and  then  delete  one  of  the  pointers  (after 
making  sure  all  history  is  accounted  for).  If  State  B  does  allow  a  person  to  hold  more  than  one  credential,  State  B  would 
do  a  CSOR  only  on  the  DL  pointer. 

Another  example:  Suppose  that  a  person  has  a  DL  in  State  B,  and  applies  for  a  customary  ID  card  in  State  A.  Under  these 
conditions: 

1.  It  is  perfectly  acceptable  for  State  A  to  issue  the  ID  card  and  add  a  pointer,  without  taking  any  action  on  the 
existing  DL  pointer. 

2.  It  is  perfectly  acceptable  for  State  B  to  cancel  the  DL  and  delete  the  associated  pointer. 

What  is  perhaps  not  yet  clearly  addressed  in  either  the  SPM  or  the  S2S  Verification  Service  Best  Practices,  is  how  the 
customer  should  be  notified.  This  may  also  differ  depending  on  whether  the  ID  card  was  issued  before  or  after  the  state 
(State  A  in  this  case)  went  live  with  S2S.  We  have  this  lined  up  as  something  to  be  discussed  by  the  S2S  Governance 
Committee  as  a  priority. 

I  hope  that  this  helps  clarify  the  inner  workings  of  S2S.  Please  let  me  know  if  there  are  any  questions.  I  can  also  set  up  a 
conference  call  to  discuss  if  there  is  a  need.

WY  may  not  be  physically  capable  of  issuing  if  there  is  another  state  ID  pointer  found.  That  is  their  internal  issue.  From 
what  I've  been  able  to  see,  all  the  other  states  that  have  this  issue  are  performing  two  CSORs  -  one  for  the  ID  and  one 
for  the  DL.  Alaska's  understanding,  based  on  a  previous  conversation  Mina  had  with  AAMVA,  is  that  Alaska's  procedure 
is  within  the  allowable  rules  of  SPEXS.  Can  you  please  verify  where  in  the  SPEXS  State  Procedures  Manual  this  is 
addressed  and  perhaps  reach  out  to  Wyoming  to  help  them  resolve  the  issues  they've  been  having?  If  they  have 
difficulty  with  the  fact  that  SPEXS  allows  two  pointers,  then  that  is  a  SPEXS  issue,  not  an  Alaska  issue.

AAMVA  has  established  a 
new  committee,  the  S2S  Governance  Committee,  for  just  that  purpose.  The  charter  for  that  committee  is  included  within  this  newsletter. 
The  S2S  pilot  has  shown  the  tremendous  potential  for  S2S  to  help  us  detect  and  deter  driver  license  and  identification  card  fraud.  S2S 
will  only  be  successful  over  the  long  term  if  states  take  active  ownership  of  the  governance  of  the  program,  including  bringing  fellow 
jurisdictions  on  board.  Congratulations  to  all  involved  for  your  great  effort.  Working  together  we  will  realize  the  full  potential  to  secure 
our  driver's  license  and  identification  card  issuance  process. 


The  DIVS  Report  by  Clerus  Solutions  on  behalf  of  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Public  Safety 
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Message  from  Major  Brown 


Mississippi  is  very  pleased  with  and  proud  of  the  success  of  the  DIVS  Program.  The  states  of 
Florida,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Nevada  and  Mississippi  met  for  the  first  time  in  November  2008, 
formally  founding  DIVS  in  June  2009.  Our  objective  was  twofold: 

•  To  provide  states  with  electronic  tools  that  could  be  used  to  verify  the  identity  of  a 
person  applying  for  a  driver's  license  or  identification  card  and 

•  To  provide  states  with  a  means  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  applicant  already  held 
a  credential  issued  by  another  state,  regardless  of  whether  the  person  declared  it  on 
their  application. 

Those  objectives  have  been  successfully  met,  thanks  to  the  involvement  of  the  thirty-four  states  that  have  participated 
on  various  DIVS  subcommittees  and  working  groups.  Last  year,  we  published  an  Interim  Report  that  summarized  the 
results  of  the  program.  An  updated  version  of  that  report,  the  Final  DIVS  Report,  has  now  been  published  and  is  available 
from  either  Mississippi  or  AAMVA. 

This  issue  of  the  newsletter,  the  final  DIVS  newsletter,  will  focus  on  the  results  of  the  State  to  State  Verification  Service 
(S2S)  pilot.  The  pilot  has  shown  both  the  anticipated  benefits  and  some  surprising  additional  benefits.  Now  that  the 
pilot  has  come  to  a  close,  all  states  have  access  to  documentation  that  describes  the  service,  the  results  of  the  pilot,  and 
information  regarding  the  effort  the  pilot  states  had  to  make  to  join  and  use  the  service.  S2S  is  an  extraordinary  tool 
that  has  already  significantly  helped  states  issue  credentials  with  more  integrity.  If  all  states  were  to  participate,  we 
could  finally  achieve  our  long-standing  goal  of  "one  driver/one  license".  I  strongly  encourage  all  states  to  consider 
implementing  S2S. 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  states  that  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  DIVS  and  want  to  commend  the  staff  at  Clerus 
Solutions  and  the  AAMVA  staff  for  the  outstanding  work  they  have  done  on  behalf  of  Mississippi  and  DIVS.

Using  S2S  to  Determine  If  an  Applicant  Already  Has  a  DL/ID  Card 


The  successfully  completed  S2S  Pilot  yielded  a  wealth  of  information.  We  have  good  information  about  the  level  of 
effort  required  for  a  state  to  implement  and  participate  in  the  program.  We  also  better  understand  how  the  results 
returned  by  the  service  will  affect  the  day-to-day  operations  of  a  state's  driver  license  issuance  program.  Most 
importantly,  we  can  say  that  the  pilot  states  all  believe  that  the  results  are  worth  the  effort. 

To  implement  and  operate  S2S,  there  are  two  key  activities  that  a  state  can  expect  will  potentially  require  significant 
resources: 

•  Development  and  implementation  of  S2S  within  each  state's  existing  environment 

•  Resolving  potential  duplicates  identified  by  the  service 

Development  &  implementation  costs  are  very  traditional  concerns  for  projects  of  this  type.  The  level  of  effort  needed 
for  each  of  the  pilot  states  to  implement  have  varied  considerably.  We  have  determined  that  many  factors  besides 
the  size  of  a  state  can  affect  the  resources  that  will  be  needed.  Factors  such  as  the  state's  policies,  the  level  of 
automation  in  its  driver  licensing  systems,  and  the  availability  of  staff  experienced  with  other  AAMVAnet  based 
systems  may  all  affect  the  level  of  effort  needed  to  implement  S2S.  Estimates  of  the  cost  for  a  state  to  implement 
range  from  around  $300  thousand  to  over  $2  million.  For  this  reason,  a  thoughtful  look  at  the  information  each  pilot 
state  provided  about  its  level  of  effort  in  the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  is  more  meaningful  than  any  generalized 
estimate.  This  report  can  be  obtained  from  AAMVA. 

Resolving  potential  duplicates  is  another  key 
consideration.  A  potential  duplicate  in  this  context 
means  that  the  service  has  indicated  that  a  given 
person  appears  to  have  more  than  one  US-issued 
credential.  Potential  duplicates  can  arise  during  the 
day-to-day  operations  of  S2S  and  also  when  states 
load  their  pointers  when  implementing  the  service. 

When  duplicates  are  discovered  at  the  time  when 
pointers  are  loaded,  it  is  because  of  credentials  that 
were  issued  in  the  past,  prior  to  S2S.  The  manual 
processes  that  states  used  prior  to  S2S  did  not 
discover  or  prevent  them,  a  situation  exploited  by 
those  that  wished  to  commit  driver  license  and/or 
identification  card  fraud. 

Pilot  states  worked  together  to  determine  the  best 
ways  of  resolving  potential  duplicates,  and  these 
recommendations  can  be  found  in  the  S2S  Best 
Practices,  also  available  from  AAMVA.  The  resources 
needed  to  resolve  duplicates  decreased  as  the  pilot 
progressed  because  states  gained  a  better 
understanding  of  the  problem  and  identified  more 
efficient  means  to  address  it. 


Many  of  the  potential  duplicates  are  the  result  of  the 
flaws  inherent  in  the  manual  process  used  prior  to 
S2S.  However,  many  cases  have  been  discovered  that 
pose  some  form  of  risk  to  the  public,  such  as: 

•  Drivers  holding  a  CDL  in  one  state  and  a  non- 
CDL  license  in  a  different  state 

•  Drivers  holding  credentials  in  more  than  one 
state  in  order  to: 

o  Avoid  driver  control  actions 
o  Commit  identity  theft 
o  Obtain  state  government  benefits  to 
which  the  cardholder  was  not 
entitled 

o  Avoid  paying  taxes  or  reduce  their 
tax  burden 

The  duplicate  resolution  process  will  be  ongoing  and 
intensive  until  all  states  participate  in  the  Program. 

The  most  important  conclusion  reached  during  the 
S2S  Pilot  is  that  all  the  pilot  states  feel  that  the 
benefits  they  have  gained  from  using  S2S  outweigh 
the  effort  needed  to  incorporate  it  into  their  driver 
licensing  operations.

As  the  S2S  Pilot  period  comes  to  an  end,  the  S2S  Pilot  Working  Group  has  put  the  final  touches  on  two  of  its  most 
important  deliverables;  the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  and  the  S2S  Pilot  Best  Practices  Document.  This  article 
provides  a  high-level  summary  of  evaluation  findings  and  recommended  best  practices  based  on  pilot  State 
experiences  and  lessons  learned  spanning  March  2015  through  March  2017.  Both  comprehensive  documents  are 
available  to  all  interested  States  via  the  AAMVA  web-site  at  http://www.aamva.org/State-to-State/ ,  or  by  contacting 
Loffie  Jordaan  at  liordaan@aamva.org  . 

All  indications  from  the  pilot's  evaluation  reflect  that  the  S2S  Verification  Service  successfully  satisfies  all  original 
design  requirements  and  goals  established  for  the  pilot  program.  Fourteen  pilot  States  have  been  able  to  successfully 
implement  the  service  within  the  pilot  period,  incorporating  its  added  functionality  into  daily  operations  related  to 
credential  issuance  processes. 


All  pilot  States  have  shared  that  they've  realized 
significant  and  tangible  benefits  from  using  the  service. 
One  of  the  most  notable  benefits  has  been  the 
measurable  improvements  in  fraud  detection  and 
prevention.  Largely  attributed  to  the  automated 
visibility  into  non-commercial  credential  issuance 
across  participating  States,  many  instances  of  a  given 
person  holding  multiple  credentials  concurrently  have 
been  identified.  Some  of  these  have  involved  multiple 
base  driver  licenses,  others  a  driver  license  in  one  state 
and  an  identification  card  in  another,  and  still  others 
both  a  commercial  license  and  a  non-commercial 
license  being  issued  to  the  same  person  concurrently  by 
two  different  States.  Participating  in  S2S  has  allowed 
States  to  identify  and  resolve  such  instances,  which  has 
served  to  enhance  their  identity  management 
capabilities  and  improve  the  integrity  of  the  credentials 
they  issue. 

Another  significant  benefit  of  participation  cited  by 
pilot  States  has  been  the  replacement  of  various 
manual  processes  with  automated  functionality  that 
has  proven  to  be  more  timely  and  accurate  state-side. 
This  has  been  seen  in  the  electronic  exchange  of  non¬ 
commercial  driver  history  when  an  existing  credential  is 
surrendered  by  the  applicant  or  when  a  pointer  exists 
and  is  pulled  from  the  old  State  to  the  new  State.  It  has 
also  been  realized  in  the  electronic  notification  of 
issuance  to  a  State  known  to  have  previously  issued  a 
credential  to  the  applicant. 

While  extremely  pleased  with  the  overall  pilot 
experience,  pilot  States  have  identified  a  number  of 
enhancements  and  recommended  improvements  to 
consider  moving  forward.  Following  are  a  few  key 
items  recommended  by  the  pilot  States  for  future 
consideration. 


•  Improving  the  overall  approach  to  and  scope  of 
Casual  and  Structured  Testing  such  that  States  are 
able  to  maximize  their  testing  efforts  related  to 
state-side  processes,  multiple  state  interaction,  and 
other  application  (e.g.  PDPS)  interaction,  while  at  the 
same  time  minimizing  the  potential  impact  of  testing 
on  unrelated  software  releases  state-side 

•  Adding  the  capability  for  States  to  electronically 
report  and  negate  out-of-state  convictions  and 
withdrawals  for  non-commercial  violations, 
including  the  standardization  of  ACD  Codes  related 
to  non-commercial  violations 

•  Adding  the  capability  for  States  to  electronically 
obtain  the  implementation  level  (CDLIS-only  vs.  S2S 
participant)  of  other  States 

•  Incorporating  a  more  comprehensive  set  of 
validations  within  the  service  for  non-CDUS-related 
driver  history  exchanged  between  States 

•  Gaining  consensus  among  all  participants  regarding 
the  loading  of  and  retention  requirements  for 
pointers  associated  with  expired,  cancelled  and/or 
revoked  credentials 

•  Incorporating  additional  functionality  within  the 
service  to  help  States  research  and  resolve  potential 
duplicates. 


"Participation  is  essential  to  maximize  State  to  State's 
power  in  combating  identity  fraud  and  to  achieve  the 
'one  driver,  one  credential'  vision  nationwide.  DIVS  and 
AAMVA  made  the  process  seamless  and  provided 
whatever  support  we  needed  as  we  implemented  the 
program.  As  more  states  come  aboard,  Virginia  DMV  will 
happily  offer  our  support,  just  as  other  early  adopting 
states  assisted  us  along  the  way."

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•  Enhancing  the  service's  pointer  index  search 
functionality  to  support  more  advanced  name 
matching  features  such  as  common  name  variants 
(e.g.  Bill/William),  "intelligent"  edit  distances  that 
take  into  account  the  closeness  of  keys  on  a 
terminal,  and  accommodating  field  length 
limitations  that  may  have  applied  to  older  data. 

Pilot  States  have  also  identified  a  number  of 
recommended  best  practices  and  lessons  learned  based 
on  their  personal  experiences  during  the  two-year  pilot 
period.  Some  are  specifically  related  to  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  S2S,  while  others  are  related  to 
ongoing  operational  aspects  surrounding  the  use  of  the 
S2S  Verification  Service  as  a  part  of  issuance. 

Key  recommendations  fall  into  the  following  general 
categories  and  are  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  S2S  Pilot 
Best  Practices  Document;  leadership,  planning  and 
communications,  business  impact  assessment, 
development  and  testing,  go-live  preparations,  user 
interface  updates,  training,  communications,  back  office 
operations,  issuance  considerations  and  potential 
duplicate  resolution. 

One  recommendation  of  particular  note,  is  to  focus  on 
the  business  impact  assessment  associated  with 
implementing  S2S  very  early  on  in  the  project  life-cycle. 
Pilot  States  emphasized  how  important  it  was  for  them 
to  allocate  sufficient  time,  resources  and  expertise  up¬ 
front  to  review  a  comprehensive  array  of  business  use 
cases  and  gather  consensus  state-side  as  to  what 
appropriate  course(s)  of  action  to  take  in  each  case.  In 
several  instances,  States  actually  revisited  and  revised 
existing  State  policies  based  on  their  impact  assessment. 

Another  key  recommendation  is  to  identify  specific 
communication  points  between  the  customer  and  the 
State  that  inform  and  educate  the  customer  about  the 
potential  cancellation  of  credentials  should  state  policies 
or  federal  regulations  be  violated  (e.g.  multiple 
concurrent  driver  licenses).  In  particular,  pilot  States 
emphasized  the  importance  of  customer  service  and 
transparency,  to  ensure  that  the  customer  understands 
that; 

1)  any  credential  already  issued  to  him/her  by 
another  State  may  be  cancelled  as  a  result  of  the 
current  credential  issuance,  and 

2)  the  current  credential  being  issued  may  be 
cancelled  in  the  future  if  the  customer  is 
subsequently  issued  a  credential  in  another 
State 


While  this  article  only  touches  on  a  handful  of  topics  from 
the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  and  S2S  Pilot  Best 
Practices  Document,  States  interested  in  implementing 
the  S2S  Verification  Service  are  strongly  encouraged  to 
read  both  documents  in  their  entireties  as  part  of  their 
exploratory  and  planning  processes.  States  should  be 
able  to  realize  significant  savings  in  their  overall 
implementation  efforts  and  ongoing  operations  by 
benefiting  from  their  peer  State  experiences  during  the 
pilot  period. 


“There  are  a  number  of  benefits  for  states  using 
S2S.  During  implementation,  Arkansas  had  a 
great  opportunity  to  clean  up  data  inconsistencies 
within  our  own  system.  We  were  able  to  resolve 
many  duplicate  records  within  our  system  as 
well.  The  go  live  process,  as  well  as  the  daily 
operations  resulted  in  many  potential  duplicate 
records,  most  of  which  could  be  resolved  using  an 
automated  process,  some  required  human  eyes 
and  research,  and  some  required  an  effort  from 
both  states  involved  to  determine  a  match.  The 
service  has  proven  invaluable  in  fraud 
detection.  Arkansas  has  discovered  cases  of 
identity  theft,  with  the  imposter  being  the  person 
with  the  Arkansas  credential,  and  with  the  victim 
being  the  person  with  the  Arkansas  credential.  As 
more  states  come  on  board,  this  program  could 
be  one  of  the  most  valuable  tools  available  in  the 
fight  against  identity  theft.  I  believe  that  we  owe 
our  citizens  the  peace  of  mind  of  knowing  that 
every  effort,  and  every  tool  available  to  us,  is 
being  used  to  secure  their  identity  by  keeping 
another  person  from  being  able  to  have  a 
credential  fraudulently  issued  in  their 
name.  Don't  be  intimidated  by  the  challenges  of 
implementation,  these  can  be  quickly  resolved.  If 
clean  data,  fraud  detection,  and  one 
credential/one  record  are  important  to  your  state, 
this  is  a  great  opportunity  for  you.  "

Grant  Funding  for  S2S 

NHTSA,  DHS  and  FMCSA  have  annual  grant  programs  that  are  available  for  states  that  wish  to  offset  costs  associated 
with  the  implementation  and  operation  of  the  S2S  service.  Several  states  are  making  use  of  these  funding  sources  to 
implement  the  service  and  to  resolve  potential  duplicates  identified  by  the  service.  NHTSA  funding  is  available 
through  the  405(c)  grant  program  administered  by  each  state's  highway  safety  office.  States  can  also  work  with  their 
DHS  office  to  pursue  grant  monies  available  under  the  State  Homeland  Security  Program  (SHSP).  The  use  of  grants 
from  FMCSA  is  another  option  available  to  states.  FMCSA  program  improvement  grants  can  be  used  by  states  to 
resolve  the  large  number  of  potential  duplicates,  especially  those  involving  a  CDLIS  pointer  and  a  non-CDLIS  pointer. 
States  applying  for  FMCSA  grants  should  describe  the  benefits  to  the  CDL  program.  NHTSA,  DHS  and  FMCSA  have 
acknowledged  that  S2S  is  an  eligible  use  of  these  grant  monies,  which  are  available  annually  to  all  states.

Background 

States  have  a  responsibility  to  issue  driver  licenses  and 
identification  cards  and  routinely  seek  new  tools  to  reduce  fraud 
risk.  Specifically,  states  seek  tools  that  give  them: 

•  More  certainty  that  the  person  applying  for  a  credential  is 
who  they  say  they  are 

•  Ability  to  enforce  state  law  that  restricts  an  individual  to 
one  driver  license.* 

*  Every  state  in  the  country  has  a  law  that  restricts  a  person  to  a 
maximum  of  one  US-issued  driver's  license. 

When  a  credential  applicant  signs  the  application,  they  attest  to 
the  truthfulness  of  the  information.  The  information  most 
important  to  the  driver  licensing  agency  is  the  person's  driving 
history  and  the  person's  identity.  Without  tools  that  can  verify  the 
information  presented  by  the  applicant,  fraud  may  go  undetected. 

What  is  the  State-to- 

State  Verification 

Service  (S2S)? 

S2S  is  an  electronic  tool  that  states  can  use  to  determine  whether 
a  credential  applicant  already  holds  a  credential  in  another  state. 

It  has  been  operating  as  a  pilot  program  since  2015  and  12  states 
are  currently  using  the  service. 

The  pilot  has  shown  that  the  service  provides  the  pilot  states 
significant  visibility  into  whether  an  identity  is  in  use  in  another 
state  and  what  credentials  were  issued  under  that  identity.  Pilot 
states  have  been  using  the  information  returned  by  S2S  to 
consolidate  credentials  such  that  a  person  only  has  one  active 
driver  license. 

•  S2S  was  developed  by  the  states  for  the  states 

•  States  own  all  data  that  is  verified  through  S2S 

•  States  did  not  have  to  collect  any  new  data  from  citizens  to 
participate  in  S2S 

•  The  states  own  and  operate  S2S,  through  their  association 
AAMVA 

•  No  Federal  agency  has  access  to  S2S. 
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Who  governs  access  to 
S2S? 

Access  to  S2S  is  governed  by  the  participating  States  and  not  by 
any  Federal  agency.  Furthermore,  the  law  funding  development 
and  initial  deployment  of  S2S  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  create 
any  new  means  of  Federal  access  to  state  driver  information  or 
any  new  Federal  system  of  records  based  on  state  data. 

According  to  TITLE  V,  DIVISION  D  of  P.L.  110-329  Consolidated 
Security,  Disaster  Assistance,  and  Continuing  Appropriations  Act, 
2009: 

"none  of  the  funds  provided  in  this  section  for 
development  of  the  information  sharing  and  verification 
system  shall  be  available  to  create  any  new  system  of 
records  from  the  data  accessible  by  such  information 
technology  system,  or  to  create  any  means  of  access  by 
Federal  agencies  to  such  information  technology  system 
other  than  to  fulfill  responsibilities  pursuant  to  the  REAL  ID 
Act  of  2005." 

Federal  responsibilities  pursuant  to  the  REAL  ID  Act  are  limited  to: 

(1)  Federal  agency  enforcement  of  prohibitions  on  acceptance 
of  licenses  issued  by  noncompliant  states  for  official 
purposes; 

(2)  issuance  of  regulations  and  standards  (DHS) 

(3)  determinations  of  compliance  with  the  standards  (DHS) 

(4)  granting  extensions  of  time  to  comply  (DHS); 

(5)  issuance  of  grants  (DHS). 

Neither  DHS  nor  any  other  Federal  agency  gains  any  new  access  to 
state  driver  data  as  a  result  of  S2S.  More  specifically,  the 
participating  states  do  not  allow  DHS  or  any  Federal  agency  access 
to  S2S. 

What  are  the  benefits 
of  using  S2S? 

To  date,  with  12  states  participating  in  the  pilot  S2S  program: 

•  Over  450,000  cases  have  been  identified  where  people  appear 
to  hold  more  than  one  active  driver  license.  The  majority  of 
duplicates  are  the  result  of  internal  process  errors  and  not 
fraud. 

•  Some  cases  are  deliberate  government  benefits  fraud  (i.e. 
where  a  license  is  obtained  for  the  sole  purpose  of  accessing 
benefits  in  a  state  other  than  the  one  in  which  they  reside). 

•  Use  of  S2S  has  also  uncovered  cases  of  identity  theft.

At  the  risk  of  oversharing,  I  have  attached  several  documents: 

•  S2S  Fact  Sheet  -  It  is  about  a  month  behind.  There  are  14  participating  states.  S2S  transitioned  out  of  the  pilot 
program  March  1st.  At  that  time  ownership  by  Mississippi  and  contract  management  by  Clerus  moved  to 
AAMVA.

Message  from  Christine  Nizer 

On  March  3,  2017,  DIVS  held  its  final  Executive  Committee  meeting  and  when  that  meeting  was  adjourned, 
the  DIVS  Program  was  officially  concluded.  We  have  accomplished  much  over  the  past  8  years  and  there  are 
many  people  to  thank  for  that.  First  and  foremost,  I  want  to  thank  the  DIVS  Executive  Committee,  composed 
of  the  states  of  Florida,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  Nevada,  Wisconsin  and  Maryland.  The  Executive 
Committee  put  in  many  long  hours,  working  diligently  as  a  team  to  provide  direction  for  the  program  and 
review  and  approve  the  countless  deliverables  created  in  support  of  a  more  secure  driver's  license  issuance 
process. 

I  also  want  to  thank  all  of  the  states  that  participated  on  the  DIVS  Board  of  Directors  and  on  DIVS  Working  Groups  and  committees.  You 
were  the  source  of  so  many  important  concepts  and  ideas  and  your  guidance  and  contributions  to  the  Program  are  much  appreciated. 

The  results  of  the  DIVS  Program  are  demonstrated  by  evaluating  the  various  pilots  we  conducted.  The  states  that  stepped  up  and 
participated  in  pilot  operations  invested  considerable  time,  effort  and  resources  in  order  for  our  concepts  and  ideas  to  be  tested  and 
evaluated.  Thank  you  to  those  that  participated  on  the  "bleeding  edge"  and  took  the  time  to  provide  the  feedback  we  needed  to  evaluate 
the  program.  We  are  grateful  for  your  leadership. 

AAMVA  was  involved  from  the  beginning  in  the  DIVS  Program.  Both  the  staff  and  Board  of  Directors  provided  invaluable  expertise  and 
support  for  development,  implementation  and  governance  of  the  various  electronic  tools  supported  by  DIVS  and  will  now  serve  as  the 
governance  entity  for  these  important  electronic  verification  services.  Many  thanks  for  all  your  contributions. 

Last,  but  certainly  not  least,  my  biggest  thank  you  is  for  the  State  of  Mississippi.  When  they  were  given  the  responsibility  for  the  program, 
they  quickly  understood  that  they  needed  to  recruit  other  states  for  the  electronic  verification  tools  to  reflect  the  interests  of  more  than 
just  Mississippi.  They  worked  with  FEMA  and  DHS  to  secure  the  funds  needed  for  the  Program  and  to  procure  the  assistance  of  Clerus 
Solutions  and  AAMVA.  Their  leadership  was  exceptional  and  we  cannot  thank  the  Mississippi  Team  enough  for  all  they  have  done  to 
benefit  all  jurisdictions. 

I  am  very  proud  of  the  collective  effort  of  the  jurisdictions  and  what  we  have  accomplished  together  to  make  the  driver's  license  issuance 
process  more  secure.  The  work  completed  under  the  DIVS  program  is  a  very  solid  beginning  but  our  work  is  not  done.  Now,  we  need  to 
grow  the  use  of  these  electronic  tools  so  that  driver  license  and  identification  card  fraud  can  be  detected  and  deterred  by  all  US  driver 
license  issuance  agencies. 

It  is  all  our  responsibility  to  continue  to  ensure  that  special  attention  is  paid  to  S2S.  S2S  is  state  owned  and  state  driven.  The  states  must 
take  a  strong  leadership  role  with  both  growing  the  use  of  the  service  and  governing  its  use  and  operation.  AAMVA  has  established  a 
new  committee,  the  S2S  Governance  Committee,  for  just  that  purpose.  The  charter  for  that  committee  is  included  within  this  newsletter. 
The  S2S  pilot  has  shown  the  tremendous  potential  for  S2S  to  help  us  detect  and  deter  driver  license  and  identification  card  fraud.  S2S 
will  only  be  successful  over  the  long  term  if  states  take  active  ownership  of  the  governance  of  the  program,  including  bringing  fellow 
jurisdictions  on  board.  Congratulations  to  all  involved  for  your  great  effort.  Working  together  we  will  realize  the  full  potential  to  secure 
our  driver's  license  and  identification  card  issuance  process. 


The  DIVS  Report  by  Clerus  Solutions  on  behalf  of  the  Mississippi  Department  of  Public  Safety 
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Message  from  Major  Brown 


Mississippi  is  very  pleased  with  and  proud  of  the  success  of  the  DIVS  Program.  The  states  of 
Florida,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Nevada  and  Mississippi  met  for  the  first  time  in  November  2008, 
formally  founding  DIVS  in  June  2009.  Our  objective  was  twofold: 

•  To  provide  states  with  electronic  tools  that  could  be  used  to  verify  the  identity  of  a 
person  applying  for  a  driver's  license  or  identification  card  and 

•  To  provide  states  with  a  means  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  applicant  already  held 
a  credential  issued  by  another  state,  regardless  of  whether  the  person  declared  it  on 
their  application. 

Those  objectives  have  been  successfully  met,  thanks  to  the  involvement  of  the  thirty-four  states  that  have  participated 
on  various  DIVS  subcommittees  and  working  groups.  Last  year,  we  published  an  Interim  Report  that  summarized  the 
results  of  the  program.  An  updated  version  of  that  report,  the  Final  DIVS  Report,  has  now  been  published  and  is  available 
from  either  Mississippi  or  AAMVA. 

This  issue  of  the  newsletter,  the  final  DIVS  newsletter,  will  focus  on  the  results  of  the  State  to  State  Verification  Service 
(S2S)  pilot.  The  pilot  has  shown  both  the  anticipated  benefits  and  some  surprising  additional  benefits.  Now  that  the 
pilot  has  come  to  a  close,  all  states  have  access  to  documentation  that  describes  the  service,  the  results  of  the  pilot,  and 
information  regarding  the  effort  the  pilot  states  had  to  make  to  join  and  use  the  service.  S2S  is  an  extraordinary  tool 
that  has  already  significantly  helped  states  issue  credentials  with  more  integrity.  If  all  states  were  to  participate,  we 
could  finally  achieve  our  long-standing  goal  of  "one  driver/one  license".  I  strongly  encourage  all  states  to  consider 
implementing  S2S. 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  states  that  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  DIVS  and  want  to  commend  the  staff  at  Clerus 
Solutions  and  the  AAMVA  staff  for  the  outstanding  work  they  have  done  on  behalf  of  Mississippi  and  DIVS.

After  years 
of  discussing  our  expectations  for  S2S  to  assist  in  detecting  and  deterring  fraud,  it  is  gratifying  to 
realize  how  potent  a  tool  it  can  be.  Indiana  encourages  all  states  to  make  use  of  the  S2S  service  as 
broader  use  will  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  tool.  The  effectiveness  is  also  improved  when 
participating  states  proactively  collaborate,  as  a  part  of  daily  operations,  to  research  and  resolve 
potential  fraud.  Indiana  and  other  525  participants  have  benefited  greatly  from  this  ongoing 
collaboration.  "

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Using  S2S  to  Determine  If  an  Applicant  Already  Has  a  DL/ID  Card 


The  successfully  completed  S2S  Pilot  yielded  a  wealth  of  information.  We  have  good  information  about  the  level  of 
effort  required  for  a  state  to  implement  and  participate  in  the  program.  We  also  better  understand  how  the  results 
returned  by  the  service  will  affect  the  day-to-day  operations  of  a  state's  driver  license  issuance  program.  Most 
importantly,  we  can  say  that  the  pilot  states  all  believe  that  the  results  are  worth  the  effort. 

To  implement  and  operate  S2S,  there  are  two  key  activities  that  a  state  can  expect  will  potentially  require  significant 
resources: 

•  Development  and  implementation  of  S2S  within  each  state's  existing  environment 

•  Resolving  potential  duplicates  identified  by  the  service 

Development  &  implementation  costs  are  very  traditional  concerns  for  projects  of  this  type.  The  level  of  effort  needed 
for  each  of  the  pilot  states  to  implement  have  varied  considerably.  We  have  determined  that  many  factors  besides 
the  size  of  a  state  can  affect  the  resources  that  will  be  needed.  Factors  such  as  the  state's  policies,  the  level  of 
automation  in  its  driver  licensing  systems,  and  the  availability  of  staff  experienced  with  other  AAMVAnet  based 
systems  may  all  affect  the  level  of  effort  needed  to  implement  S2S.  Estimates  of  the  cost  for  a  state  to  implement 
range  from  around  $300  thousand  to  over  $2  million.  For  this  reason,  a  thoughtful  look  at  the  information  each  pilot 
state  provided  about  its  level  of  effort  in  the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  is  more  meaningful  than  any  generalized 
estimate.  This  report  can  be  obtained  from  AAMVA. 

Resolving  potential  duplicates  is  another  key 
consideration.  A  potential  duplicate  in  this  context 
means  that  the  service  has  indicated  that  a  given 
person  appears  to  have  more  than  one  US-issued 
credential.  Potential  duplicates  can  arise  during  the 
day-to-day  operations  of  S2S  and  also  when  states 
load  their  pointers  when  implementing  the  service. 

When  duplicates  are  discovered  at  the  time  when 
pointers  are  loaded,  it  is  because  of  credentials  that 
were  issued  in  the  past,  prior  to  S2S.  The  manual 
processes  that  states  used  prior  to  S2S  did  not 
discover  or  prevent  them,  a  situation  exploited  by 
those  that  wished  to  commit  driver  license  and/or 
identification  card  fraud. 

Pilot  states  worked  together  to  determine  the  best 
ways  of  resolving  potential  duplicates,  and  these 
recommendations  can  be  found  in  the  S2S  Best 
Practices,  also  available  from  AAMVA.  The  resources 
needed  to  resolve  duplicates  decreased  as  the  pilot 
progressed  because  states  gained  a  better 
understanding  of  the  problem  and  identified  more 
efficient  means  to  address  it. 


Many  of  the  potential  duplicates  are  the  result  of  the 
flaws  inherent  in  the  manual  process  used  prior  to 
S2S.  However,  many  cases  have  been  discovered  that 
pose  some  form  of  risk  to  the  public,  such  as: 

•  Drivers  holding  a  CDL  in  one  state  and  a  non- 
CDL  license  in  a  different  state 

•  Drivers  holding  credentials  in  more  than  one 
state  in  order  to: 

o  Avoid  driver  control  actions 
o  Commit  identity  theft 
o  Obtain  state  government  benefits  to 
which  the  cardholder  was  not 
entitled 

o  Avoid  paying  taxes  or  reduce  their 
tax  burden 

The  duplicate  resolution  process  will  be  ongoing  and 
intensive  until  all  states  participate  in  the  Program. 

The  most  important  conclusion  reached  during  the 
S2S  Pilot  is  that  all  the  pilot  states  feel  that  the 
benefits  they  have  gained  from  using  S2S  outweigh 
the  effort  needed  to  incorporate  it  into  their  driver 
licensing  operations.

Now  Available:  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  and  S2S  Pilot  Best  Practices  Document 


As  the  S2S  Pilot  period  comes  to  an  end,  the  S2S  Pilot  Working  Group  has  put  the  final  touches  on  two  of  its  most 
important  deliverables;  the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  and  the  S2S  Pilot  Best  Practices  Document.  This  article 
provides  a  high-level  summary  of  evaluation  findings  and  recommended  best  practices  based  on  pilot  State 
experiences  and  lessons  learned  spanning  March  2015  through  March  2017.  Both  comprehensive  documents  are 
available  to  all  interested  States  via  the  AAMVA  web-site  at  http://www.aamva.org/State-to-State/ ,  or  by  contacting 
Loffie  Jordaan  at  liordaan@aamva.org  . 

All  indications  from  the  pilot's  evaluation  reflect  that  the  S2S  Verification  Service  successfully  satisfies  all  original 
design  requirements  and  goals  established  for  the  pilot  program.  Fourteen  pilot  States  have  been  able  to  successfully 
implement  the  service  within  the  pilot  period,  incorporating  its  added  functionality  into  daily  operations  related  to 
credential  issuance  processes. 


All  pilot  States  have  shared  that  they've  realized 
significant  and  tangible  benefits  from  using  the  service. 
One  of  the  most  notable  benefits  has  been  the 
measurable  improvements  in  fraud  detection  and 
prevention.  Largely  attributed  to  the  automated 
visibility  into  non-commercial  credential  issuance 
across  participating  States,  many  instances  of  a  given 
person  holding  multiple  credentials  concurrently  have 
been  identified.  Some  of  these  have  involved  multiple 
base  driver  licenses,  others  a  driver  license  in  one  state 
and  an  identification  card  in  another,  and  still  others 
both  a  commercial  license  and  a  non-commercial 
license  being  issued  to  the  same  person  concurrently  by 
two  different  States.  Participating  in  S2S  has  allowed 
States  to  identify  and  resolve  such  instances,  which  has 
served  to  enhance  their  identity  management 
capabilities  and  improve  the  integrity  of  the  credentials 
they  issue. 

Another  significant  benefit  of  participation  cited  by 
pilot  States  has  been  the  replacement  of  various 
manual  processes  with  automated  functionality  that 
has  proven  to  be  more  timely  and  accurate  state-side. 
This  has  been  seen  in  the  electronic  exchange  of  non¬ 
commercial  driver  history  when  an  existing  credential  is 
surrendered  by  the  applicant  or  when  a  pointer  exists 
and  is  pulled  from  the  old  State  to  the  new  State.  It  has 
also  been  realized  in  the  electronic  notification  of 
issuance  to  a  State  known  to  have  previously  issued  a 
credential  to  the  applicant. 

While  extremely  pleased  with  the  overall  pilot 
experience,  pilot  States  have  identified  a  number  of 
enhancements  and  recommended  improvements  to 
consider  moving  forward.  Following  are  a  few  key 
items  recommended  by  the  pilot  States  for  future 
consideration. 


•  Improving  the  overall  approach  to  and  scope  of 
Casual  and  Structured  Testing  such  that  States  are 
able  to  maximize  their  testing  efforts  related  to 
state-side  processes,  multiple  state  interaction,  and 
other  application  (e.g.  PDPS)  interaction,  while  at  the 
same  time  minimizing  the  potential  impact  of  testing 
on  unrelated  software  releases  state-side 

•  Adding  the  capability  for  States  to  electronically 
report  and  negate  out-of-state  convictions  and 
withdrawals  for  non-commercial  violations, 
including  the  standardization  of  ACD  Codes  related 
to  non-commercial  violations 

•  Adding  the  capability  for  States  to  electronically 
obtain  the  implementation  level  (CDLIS-only  vs.  S2S 
participant)  of  other  States 

•  Incorporating  a  more  comprehensive  set  of 
validations  within  the  service  for  non-CDUS-related 
driver  history  exchanged  between  States 

•  Gaining  consensus  among  all  participants  regarding 
the  loading  of  and  retention  requirements  for 
pointers  associated  with  expired,  cancelled  and/or 
revoked  credentials 

•  Incorporating  additional  functionality  within  the 
service  to  help  States  research  and  resolve  potential 
duplicates. 


"Participation  is  essential  to  maximize  State  to  State's 
power  in  combating  identity  fraud  and  to  achieve  the 
'one  driver,  one  credential'  vision  nationwide.  DIVS  and 
AAMVA  made  the  process  seamless  and  provided 
whatever  support  we  needed  as  we  implemented  the 
program.  As  more  states  come  aboard,  Virginia  DMV  will 
happily  offer  our  support,  just  as  other  early  adopting 
states  assisted  us  along  the  way."

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•  Enhancing  the  service's  pointer  index  search 
functionality  to  support  more  advanced  name 
matching  features  such  as  common  name  variants 
(e.g.  Bill/William),  "intelligent"  edit  distances  that 
take  into  account  the  closeness  of  keys  on  a 
terminal,  and  accommodating  field  length 
limitations  that  may  have  applied  to  older  data. 

Pilot  States  have  also  identified  a  number  of 
recommended  best  practices  and  lessons  learned  based 
on  their  personal  experiences  during  the  two-year  pilot 
period.  Some  are  specifically  related  to  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  S2S,  while  others  are  related  to 
ongoing  operational  aspects  surrounding  the  use  of  the 
S2S  Verification  Service  as  a  part  of  issuance. 

Key  recommendations  fall  into  the  following  general 
categories  and  are  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  S2S  Pilot 
Best  Practices  Document;  leadership,  planning  and 
communications,  business  impact  assessment, 
development  and  testing,  go-live  preparations,  user 
interface  updates,  training,  communications,  back  office 
operations,  issuance  considerations  and  potential 
duplicate  resolution. 

One  recommendation  of  particular  note,  is  to  focus  on 
the  business  impact  assessment  associated  with 
implementing  S2S  very  early  on  in  the  project  life-cycle. 
Pilot  States  emphasized  how  important  it  was  for  them 
to  allocate  sufficient  time,  resources  and  expertise  up¬ 
front  to  review  a  comprehensive  array  of  business  use 
cases  and  gather  consensus  state-side  as  to  what 
appropriate  course(s)  of  action  to  take  in  each  case.  In 
several  instances,  States  actually  revisited  and  revised 
existing  State  policies  based  on  their  impact  assessment. 

Another  key  recommendation  is  to  identify  specific 
communication  points  between  the  customer  and  the 
State  that  inform  and  educate  the  customer  about  the 
potential  cancellation  of  credentials  should  state  policies 
or  federal  regulations  be  violated  (e.g.  multiple 
concurrent  driver  licenses).  In  particular,  pilot  States 
emphasized  the  importance  of  customer  service  and 
transparency,  to  ensure  that  the  customer  understands 
that; 

1)  any  credential  already  issued  to  him/her  by 
another  State  may  be  cancelled  as  a  result  of  the 
current  credential  issuance,  and 

2)  the  current  credential  being  issued  may  be 
cancelled  in  the  future  if  the  customer  is 
subsequently  issued  a  credential  in  another 
State 


While  this  article  only  touches  on  a  handful  of  topics  from 
the  S2S  Pilot  Evaluation  Report  and  S2S  Pilot  Best 
Practices  Document,  States  interested  in  implementing 
the  S2S  Verification  Service  are  strongly  encouraged  to 
read  both  documents  in  their  entireties  as  part  of  their 
exploratory  and  planning  processes.  States  should  be 
able  to  realize  significant  savings  in  their  overall 
implementation  efforts  and  ongoing  operations  by 
benefiting  from  their  peer  State  experiences  during  the 
pilot  period. 


“There  are  a  number  of  benefits  for  states  using 
S2S.  During  implementation,  Arkansas  had  a 
great  opportunity  to  clean  up  data  inconsistencies 
within  our  own  system.  We  were  able  to  resolve 
many  duplicate  records  within  our  system  as 
well.  The  go  live  process,  as  well  as  the  daily 
operations  resulted  in  many  potential  duplicate 
records,  most  of  which  could  be  resolved  using  an 
automated  process,  some  required  human  eyes 
and  research,  and  some  required  an  effort  from 
both  states  involved  to  determine  a  match.  The 
service  has  proven  invaluable  in  fraud 
detection.  Arkansas  has  discovered  cases  of 
identity  theft,  with  the  imposter  being  the  person 
with  the  Arkansas  credential,  and  with  the  victim 
being  the  person  with  the  Arkansas  credential.  As 
more  states  come  on  board,  this  program  could 
be  one  of  the  most  valuable  tools  available  in  the 
fight  against  identity  theft.  I  believe  that  we  owe 
our  citizens  the  peace  of  mind  of  knowing  that 
every  effort,  and  every  tool  available  to  us,  is 
being  used  to  secure  their  identity  by  keeping 
another  person  from  being  able  to  have  a 
credential  fraudulently  issued  in  their 
name.  Don't  be  intimidated  by  the  challenges  of 
implementation,  these  can  be  quickly  resolved.  If 
clean  data,  fraud  detection,  and  one 
credential/one  record  are  important  to  your  state, 
this  is  a  great  opportunity  for  you.  "

Grant  Funding  for  S2S 

NHTSA,  DHS  and  FMCSA  have  annual  grant  programs  that  are  available  for  states  that  wish  to  offset  costs  associated 
with  the  implementation  and  operation  of  the  S2S  service.  Several  states  are  making  use  of  these  funding  sources  to 
implement  the  service  and  to  resolve  potential  duplicates  identified  by  the  service.  NHTSA  funding  is  available 
through  the  405(c)  grant  program  administered  by  each  state's  highway  safety  office.  States  can  also  work  with  their 
DHS  office  to  pursue  grant  monies  available  under  the  State  Homeland  Security  Program  (SHSP).  The  use  of  grants 
from  FMCSA  is  another  option  available  to  states.  FMCSA  program  improvement  grants  can  be  used  by  states  to 
resolve  the  large  number  of  potential  duplicates,  especially  those  involving  a  CDLIS  pointer  and  a  non-CDLIS  pointer. 
States  applying  for  FMCSA  grants  should  describe  the  benefits  to  the  CDL  program.  NHTSA,  DHS  and  FMCSA  have 
acknowledged  that  S2S  is  an  eligible  use  of  these  grant  monies,  which  are  available  annually  to  all  states.

Background 

States  have  a  responsibility  to  issue  driver  licenses  and 
identification  cards  and  routinely  seek  new  tools  to  reduce  fraud 
risk.  Specifically,  states  seek  tools  that  give  them: 

•  More  certainty  that  the  person  applying  for  a  credential  is 
who  they  say  they  are 

•  Ability  to  enforce  state  law  that  restricts  an  individual  to 
one  driver  license.* 

*  Every  state  in  the  country  has  a  law  that  restricts  a  person  to  a 
maximum  of  one  US-issued  driver's  license. 

When  a  credential  applicant  signs  the  application,  they  attest  to 
the  truthfulness  of  the  information.  The  information  most 
important  to  the  driver  licensing  agency  is  the  person's  driving 
history  and  the  person's  identity.  Without  tools  that  can  verify  the 
information  presented  by  the  applicant,  fraud  may  go  undetected. 

What  is  the  State-to- 

State  Verification 

Service  (S2S)? 

S2S  is  an  electronic  tool  that  states  can  use  to  determine  whether 
a  credential  applicant  already  holds  a  credential  in  another  state. 

It  has  been  operating  as  a  pilot  program  since  2015  and  12  states 
are  currently  using  the  service. 

The  pilot  has  shown  that  the  service  provides  the  pilot  states 
significant  visibility  into  whether  an  identity  is  in  use  in  another 
state  and  what  credentials  were  issued  under  that  identity.  Pilot 
states  have  been  using  the  information  returned  by  S2S  to 
consolidate  credentials  such  that  a  person  only  has  one  active 
driver  license. 

•  S2S  was  developed  by  the  states  for  the  states 

•  States  own  all  data  that  is  verified  through  S2S 

•  States  did  not  have  to  collect  any  new  data  from  citizens  to 
participate  in  S2S 

•  The  states  own  and  operate  S2S,  through  their  association 
AAMVA 

•  No  Federal  agency  has  access  to  S2S. 
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Who  governs  access  to 
S2S? 

Access  to  S2S  is  governed  by  the  participating  States  and  not  by 
any  Federal  agency.  Furthermore,  the  law  funding  development 
and  initial  deployment  of  S2S  prohibits  the  use  of  funds  to  create 
any  new  means  of  Federal  access  to  state  driver  information  or 
any  new  Federal  system  of  records  based  on  state  data. 

According  to  TITLE  V,  DIVISION  D  of  P.L.  110-329  Consolidated 
Security,  Disaster  Assistance,  and  Continuing  Appropriations  Act, 
2009: 

"none  of  the  funds  provided  in  this  section  for 
development  of  the  information  sharing  and  verification 
system  shall  be  available  to  create  any  new  system  of 
records  from  the  data  accessible  by  such  information 
technology  system,  or  to  create  any  means  of  access  by 
Federal  agencies  to  such  information  technology  system 
other  than  to  fulfill  responsibilities  pursuant  to  the  REAL  ID 
Act  of  2005." 

Federal  responsibilities  pursuant  to  the  REAL  ID  Act  are  limited  to: 

(1)  Federal  agency  enforcement  of  prohibitions  on  acceptance 
of  licenses  issued  by  noncompliant  states  for  official 
purposes; 

(2)  issuance  of  regulations  and  standards  (DHS) 

(3)  determinations  of  compliance  with  the  standards  (DHS) 

(4)  granting  extensions  of  time  to  comply  (DHS); 

(5)  issuance  of  grants  (DHS). 

Neither  DHS  nor  any  other  Federal  agency  gains  any  new  access  to 
state  driver  data  as  a  result  of  S2S.  More  specifically,  the 
participating  states  do  not  allow  DHS  or  any  Federal  agency  access 
to  S2S. 

What  are  the  benefits 
of  using  S2S? 

To  date,  with  12  states  participating  in  the  pilot  S2S  program: 

•  Over  450,000  cases  have  been  identified  where  people  appear 
to  hold  more  than  one  active  driver  license.  The  majority  of 
duplicates  are  the  result  of  internal  process  errors  and  not 
fraud. 

•  Some  cases  are  deliberate  government  benefits  fraud  (i.e. 
where  a  license  is  obtained  for  the  sole  purpose  of  accessing 
benefits  in  a  state  other  than  the  one  in  which  they  reside). 

•  Use  of  S2S  has  also  uncovered  cases  of  identity  theft.

AAMVAnet  supports  a  number  of  systems  that  perform  various 
business  functions.  Within  AAMVA,  the  term 
"application"  is  used  for  the  systems.  An  application  is  a  group 
of  one  or  more  processes  (transactions)  that  are  used 
by  a  system. 


Applications  that  send  messages  over  AAMVAnet  require  a  two- 
digit  application  ID.  Note  the  following: 


•  New  application  IDs  are  allocated  sequentially  using  the 
next  available  number. 

•  The  determination  as  to  whether  to  use  an  existing 
application  ID  or  acquire  a  new  application  ID  must  be 
made  when  the  application  is  being  designed.

The  Index  we  maintain  at  the  Central  Site  does  contain  the  5  fields  individually  (Name,  DOB,  SSN,  State,  and  Driving 
License  Number).  However,  the  full  information  set  (i.e.  for  all  the  states)  is  encrypted.  Viewed  from  the  outside,  the 
Index  would  appear  as  something  created  by  an  algorithm.  The  Central  Site  application  decrypts  the  Index  before  using 
the  individual  records  and  individual  fields  inside. 

Although  the  Index  may  technically  be  described  as  a  database  by  some,  we  prefer  to  steer  clear  of  this  term.  It  is 
common  for  "database"  to  be  understood  as  something  much  broader  in  scope  than  what  our  Index  is.

Andy  Frey  asked  for  clarification  related  to  Slide  6.  When  ST/DLN  is  searched,  is  it 
just  the  Primary  ST/DLN  or  both  the  Primary  ST/DLN  and  the  AKA  ST/DLN.  Loffie 
confirmed  that  it  searches  both  Primary  and  AKA. 

Andy  also  asked  for  clarification  related  to  Slide  15.  Has  AAMVA  seen  a  change  in  the 
percentages  related  to  the  level  of  participation?  Loffie  indicated  that  he  has  looked 
at  the  most  recent  3  months  and  the  numbers  are  very  similar.  He  had  not  looked  at 
earlier  months.  He  does  expect  that  the  numbers  will  change  as  more  and  more 
states  come  on  board. 

Steve  Dietrich  asked  if  AAMVA  has  the  ability  to  produce  the  Slide  15  statistics  at  the 

State  level.  Loffie  indicated  that  this  can  be  produced.  Steve  indicated  that  Maryland 
would  like  to  see  these  statistics. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  will  provide  statistics  to  Maryland. 

Steve  also  shared  that,  even  though  the  numbers  appear  to  be  small,  the  Maryland 
business  folks  consider  the  jump  from  2.03%  to  4.49%  to  be  fairly  significant.  Loffie 
agreed. 

Steve  asked  if  AAMVA  has  an  overlay  that  illustrates  the  various  flavors  of  searches 
and  what  potential  matches  might  result  vs.  what  update  transactions  might  result  in 
potential  duplicates.  Loffie  explained  that,  while  no  specific  overlay  exists,  one  could 
look  at  the  duplicate  identification  logic  as,  in  effect,  a  subset  of  the  broad  search 
logic.  He  reiterated  that  if  states  are  seeing  results  that  don't  appear  right,  they 
should  let  AAMVA  know.  Specific  examples  would  be  very  helpful. 

Jamie  Nelson  shared  that  they  have  found  that  an  initial  search  using  Maryland 

ST/DLN,  FN,  LN,  DOB  and  SSN  results  in  potential  duplicate  =  Y,  but  no  underlying 
information  related  to  the  potential  duplicate.  They've  had  to  go  back  and  resubmit 
with  less  and  less  information  to  finally  hone  in  on  the  specific  pointer  that  was 
identified  as  a  potential  duplicate.  Loffie  asked  Jamie  if  she  could  share  a  specific 
example  because  this  does  not  sound  right. 
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Action  Item:  Loffie  will  provide  Jamie  with  a  secure  email  to  send  a  specific 
example  of  the  above  for  further  investigation. 

Loffie  also  shared  that  one  potential  enhancement  to  the  service  might  be  to  provide 
the  ST/DLN's  of  potential  duplicates  on  the  RD  message.  States  on  today's  call 
thought  this  would  be  extremely  useful. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  is  in  the  process  of  standing  up  a  S2S  SharePoint  Site 
and  will  post  today's  slides  to  it,  when  available.  AAMVA  will  also  post 
today's  slides  to  the  CDLIS  WG  SharePoint  site. 

Action  Item:  To  complete  the  transition  from  pilot  to  post-pilot  discussions, 
Ashish  will  be  sending  out  a  new  meeting  invitation  and  bridge  number  for 
future  calls  and  will  coordinate  removal  of  the  existing  meeting  invite  with 
Clerus. 

3.  Next  Steps  /  Action  Items 
Are  noted  within  the  minutes.

Brief  Description 

Background  /  Resulting  Action  Item(s) 

Discovering  potential  identity  theft 
and  taking  appropriate  course  of 
action  to  protect  the  innocent  actor 

IA  mentioned  specific  examples  where  it  would  appear  as  if  an  innocent  citizen  had  driving  privileges 
revoked  due  to  identity  theft.  WY  shared  similar  examples. 

IA's  examples: 

a)  The  identity  set  for  an  IA  driver  was  also  used  for  a  VA  CDL 

b)  The  identity  set  for  an  IA  driver  was  also  used  for  an  IN  ID  Card. 

In  both  cases  LE  pulled  over  the  IA  individuals.  IA  driving  privileges  no  longer  valid  because  the 
other  state(s)  issued  more  recently,  and  as  a  result  of  potential  duplicate  identification,  pulled  the  IA 
pointers.  But  in  both  cases  it  appears  as  if  the  identity  set  of  the  IA  driver  was  stolen  and  used 
elsewhere. 

WY's  example:  Debbie  Trojovsky  reported  a  case  where  five  different  individuals  were  issued  five 
different  credentials  in  five  different  states,  all  using  the  same  identity  set. 

Action  Item:  The  WG  agreed  that  procedures  should  be  considered  that  would  minimize 
the  potential  for  this  to  happen,  and  minimize  negative  impact  on  the  innocent  actor 
when  it  does  happen. 

2. 

Fraud  vs.  faulty  processing  as  the 
cause  of  potential  duplicates 

While  many  instances  of  potential  fraud  have  been  identified,  and  many  potential  duplicates 
researched  and  resolved,  pilot  states  have  not  been  successful  at  capturing  statistics  related  to  root 
cause  (a  result  of  faulty  processing  vs.  real  fraud  being  perpetrated). 

It  was  mentioned  that,  from  a  NHTSA  perspective,  it  would  be  helpful  to  know  how  many  situations 
occurred  where  there  were  multiple  records  for  one  person  and  an  issuing  state  was  successful  at 
getting  that  information  from  the  other  states.  This  would  play  into  achieving  accurate  and  complete 
records. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  and  States  to  consider  what  information  might  be  helpful  and  how  it 
might  be  captured. 

3. 

Eligibility  inconsistencies  between 
PDPS  and  S2S  Status  Responses 

Several  states  are  starting  to  notice  that  they  get  responses  from  States  showing  that  a  person  has  an 
ineligible  status.  Yet,  when  they  query  PDPS,  they  either  don't  get  a  hit  or  don't  see  that  the  person  is 
ineligible.  Andy  Frey  (Iowa)  was  the  first  to  bring  this  up  to  the  working  group  at  the  last  F2F  meeting  in 
Atlanta.  Delaware  is  now  seeing  the  same  thing.  What  states  are  currently  doing  when  they  encounter 
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this  is  that  they  work  with  the  other  state  in  question  to  find  out  what's  going  on.  It  looks  like  there  might 
be  a  timing  consideration  for  when  NDR  is  updated.  It  might  also  be  that  some  things  may  affect 
eligibility  from  a  state  perspective  that  are  not  required  to  be  posted  to  NDR. 

Action  Item:  The  WG  agreed  that  further  investigation  should  be  done  to  get  a  better  handle 
on  what  discrepancies  exist,  how  frequently  they  occur,  what  potential  causes  there  might 
be,  and  then  consider  what  further  course  of  action,  if  any,  might  be  needed  (educational, 
procedural,  etc.). 

4. 

US  Territory  Participation  in  S2S 

A  S2S  requirement  is  that  it  must  support  US  Territory  participation,  yet  US  Territories  are  not  currently 
allowed  to  own  CDIJS  pointers,  so  full  functionality  is  not  currently  supported.  US  Territory  participation 
was  deferred  to  post-pilot.  With  a  push  for  Real  ID  compliance,  multiple  US  Territories  have  expressed 
interest  in  participating.  AAMVA  prepared  a  white  paper  and  presentation  slides  for  the  S2S  Pilot  WG  to 
consider  various  potential  options.  No  conclusive  course  of  action  was  agreed  upon  by  the  WG. 

Action  Item:  The  WG  agreed  that  a  solution  needs  to  be  found,  but  were  not  able  to  come  to 
a  consensus  on  what  that  solution  should  be. 

5. 

Department  of  State 

DOS,  Office  of  Foreign  Missions,  is  interested  in  participating  in  S2S  also,  but  would  not  currently  be 
supported  due  to  the  same  constraints  effecting  US  Territory  participation.  They  issue  DLs  to 
diplomats  and  are  interested  in  being  able  to  validate  whether  or  not  an  individual  has  been  issued  a 
DL  by  a  State  while  also  having  been  issued  a  DL  concurrently  by  DOS. 

Action  Item:  The  WG  agreed  that  participation  by  DOS  should  be  evaluated,  and  if 
deemed  appropriate,  a  solution  would  need  to  be  found  given  CDL  constraints. 

6. 

Retention  of  Pointers 

The  S2S  Pilot  WG  published  a  white  paper  describing  ongoing  discussions  related  to  retention 
requirements.  Discussions  revolved  around; 

Driving  privilege  status  and  when  a  pointer  should  exist 

Length  after  expiration  for  which  a  pointer  should  exist 

Benefits  of  history  retention  vs.  having  pointers  exist  for  which  no  valid  credential  exists 

Action  Item:  The  WG  concluded  that  the  topic  should  be  revisited  post-pilot  to  develop  more 
specific  requirements  related  to  when  pointers  should  be  deleted,  and  whether  or  not  there 
should  be  a  consistent  rule  across  all  states. 
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7. 

Citizen  Request  for  Information 

The  WG  agreed  that  there  should  be  a  standard  process  for  handling  citizen  requests  for  information.  A 
white  paper  was  created  to  summarize  related  discussions. 

Action  Item:  DIVS  has  requested  AAMVA  to  consider  being  the  focal  point  for  dissemination 
of  information.  AAMVA  to  formulate  a  response,  and  where  appropriate,  further  discussions 
related  to  options  should  be  discussed  among  the  States. 

8. 

Cautions  and/or  guidelines  for 
automated  processing  of  potential 
duplicate  resolution 

States  expressed  concerns  that  applying  an  automated  process  too  liberally  to  potential  duplicates 
might  result  in  inappropriate  action  taking  place.  States  have  shared  that  there  have  been  instances 
where  a  given  pointer  has  been  pulled  back  and  forth  between  states. 

Jamie  Nelson  shared  that  MD  will  take  any  occurrences  involving  more  than  two  pointers  and  kick 
them  over  to  a  manual  process.  Andy  shared  that  Iowa  does  the  same  thing. 

Andy  Frey  shared  that  some  of  the  go-live  files  are  old  enough  now  that  new  information  might  be 
needed  to  help  states  make  decisions  about  pulling  pointers. 

It  was  noted  that  automated  processing  might  not  be  taking  the  DL  and  ID  situation  into  account 
properly. 

Deb  Granger  shared  that  pointers  are  sometimes  being  pulled  inappropriately  because  one  of  the 
credentials  has  expired,  but  this  isn't  taken  into  account. 

Action  Item:  States  to  review  pilot  best  practices  document  related  to  management  of 
potential  duplicates  and  try  to  capture  better  statistics  regarding  those  actions  that  were 
taken  to  make  determinations  and  resulting  actions.  See  if  more  specific  guidelines  can 
be  developed  for  states  moving  forward. 

9. 

Consistent  Response  for  Status, 

Status  History  Requests,  involving 

DLs  and  IDs 

No  firm  consensus  had  been  achieved  within  the  pilot  period  for  how  a  state  should  respond,  and 
with  what  specific  information,  when  processing  an  inquiry  where  potentially  multiple  credentials 
have  been  issued.  States  are  currently  populating  responses  differently,  and  those  receiving  the 
responses  don't  necessarily  know  the  rules  the  responding  state  used  to  populate  information. 

An  example  that's  caused  some  confusion  is  when  the  issue  date  is  populated  with  the  issue  date  of 
an  identification  card,  but  dl  information  is  provided  as  well.  This  discrepancy  occurs  in  CDLIS-only 
as  well,  and  is  not  restricted  to  S2S. 
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Action  Item:  AAMVA  and  Status  to  pursue  discussions  related  to  standardizing  responses 
messages.  Potential  enhancements  to  support  multiple  credential  concept  within  data 

10. 

More  precise  standardization  of  the 
bulk  load  process 

Mina  Peters  suggested  that  the  Post-Pilot  WG  might  want  to  discuss  more  precise  standardization  of 
rules  related  to  the  bulk  load  process  -  specifically  whether  or  not  to  load  credentials  that  have 
expired,  etc. 

Mina  shared  that  Alaska  was  originally  planning  to  load  credentials  if  they  had  expired  within  one 
year,  but  later  decided  it  would  only  load  credentials  that  have  not  yet  expired. 

States  are  currently  doing  different  things. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  and  States  to  discuss  pros  and  cons  of  what  is  loaded,  as  well  as 
whether  or  not  requirements  should  be  developed  to  be  more  specific  across  the  board. 

11. 

Post-pilot  WG  to  focus  more  detailed 
discussions  around  production 
anomalies  and  issues. 

Jane  Schrank  shared  that  SD  would  like  to  see  more  attention  be  paid  to  the  sharing  of  production 
perspectives  as  they  relate  to  technical  issues  state-side.  States  concurred. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  to  facilitate  venue  for  states  to  conduct  detailed  discussions  around 
production  anomalies  and  issues.  Provide  mechanism  for  escalating  topics  to  S2S 

Governance  WG,  as  needed. 

12. 

Non-CDLIS  Pointers  when  no 
credential  exists 

Some  pilot  states  have  incorporated  an  implementation  that  allows  for  S2S  pointers  that  reflect 
history  for  which  a  credential  no  longer  exists.  The  "NO"  record,  for  example.  Some  states  are  tying 
history  to  Identification  Cards.  The  overriding  concern  is  related  to  potential  history  being  lost  by 
movement. 

The  WG  discussed  the  potential  benefit  of  standardizing  an  approach  to  do  this,  and  to  potentially 
expand  the  approach  to  include  both  CDLIS  and  non-CDLIS  pointers. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  and  States  to  discuss  goals,  and  then  to  evaluate  potential 
approaches  to  achieve  them. 

13. 

Consolidate  the  ("Delete"  +  "CSOR") 
steps  required  when  two  pointers 
have  been  confirmed  to  need 
"Merging". 

Mina  Peters  shared  that  it  would  be  very  helpful  if  the  service  could  provide  the  capability  to  merge 
two  pointers  together  after  appropriate  research  has  been  done  and  a  state  confirms  that  they 
should  actually  be  merged.  Currently  the  state  has  to  initiate  a  "Delete"  on  their  pointer  followed  by

a  "CSOR"  on  the  other  pointer  to  reach  the  desired  pointer  "end-state".  Other  states  shared  that  this 
would  be  a  useful  capability. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  will  consider  related  enhancements  to  the  service  that  would  allow 
some  mechanism  for  merging  pointers. 

14. 

Adjust  Search  Algorithm  to  Optimize 
Potential  Matches  Returned 

Mina  shared  that  Alaska  is  experiencing  large  numbers  of  potential  match  responses  to  inquiries,  many  of 
which  appear  to  be  obvious  mismatches,  and  suggests  that  the  algorithm  should  be  evaluated  to  better 
tune  responses.  She  shared  that  their  field  officers  have  indicated  it's  not  uncommon  to  get  ten  or  more 
potential  matches  to  a  given  inquiry.  Because  so  many  responses  are  being  returned,  the  field  officers 
sometimes  miss  pointers  that  should  be  looked  at  more  closely.  Jamie  Nelson  shared  that  MD  has 
experienced  this  as  well,  citing  that  in  many  cases  it  involves  situations  where  there  is  no  SSN. 

AAMVA  explained  that  it  is  continually  monitoring  searches  and  results,  and  in  cases  where  states  think 
inappropriate  potential  matches  are  being  returned,  specific  examples  should  be  shared  with  AAMVA  so 
they  can  determine  whether  the  service  is  behaving  as  expected  or  not.  AAMVA  will  also  provide  more 
training  for  states  related  to  how  the  search  algorithm  works,  which  should  help  states  understand  why 
certain  responses  are  being  returned. 

Action  Items:  States  to  provide  AAMVA  with  specific  examples  where  they  think 
inappropriate  responses  are  being  returned.  AAMVA  to  provide  more  training  on  how  the 
search  algorithm  works.  States  interested  in  state-specific  statistics  to  request  from  AAMVA. 
Further  action  to  be  determined. 

15. 

Update  Mark  Unique  Capabilities 
Related  to  Go-Live  Activities 

Andy  Frey  brought  up  that  the  Mark  Unique  functionality  related  specifically  to  Go-Live  Potential 

Duplicates  involving  more  than  one  "pair"  of  pointers  is  confusing  and  difficult.  He  mentioned  that  there's 
no  clear  way  based  on  the  go-live  information  to  tell  which  other  pointer  the  State  is  marking  their  given 
driver  unique  from. 

Jamie  Nelson  shared  that  MD  has  experienced  similar  issues.  She  described  that  they've  run  into  issues 
where,  even  though  MD  has  marked  their  person  as  unique  to  all  identified  potential  duplicates,  the  pairs 
remain  in  a  Pending  status. 

AAMVA  shared  that  one  thought  might  be  to  update  the  R*  messages  to  include  information  that  would 
help  identify  other  involved  states  and  potential  duplicates. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  to  consider  potential  enhancements  to  the  service  that  would  provide 
necessary  information  to  assist  states  in  resolution. 
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16.  Visibility  into  15+  Potential  Matches  Steve  Dietrich  mentioned  that  MD  has  run  into  an  issue  when  they've  had  more  than  15  potential 
without  AAMVA  Intervention  duplicates  identified  for  a  given  pointer.  In  those  cases,  they've  had  to  engage  AAMVA  to  work  the 

16th  or  17th  occurrences  because  the  service  doesn't  currently  support  beyond  the  15  limitation. 
Steve  mentioned  that  this  has  happened  3  or  4  times  so  far  for  MD. 

Mina  suggested  that  tightening  up  the  algorithm  might  help  with  this  issue  as  well. 

Action  Item:  AAMVA  to  consider  potential  enhancements  to  the  service  that  would 
provide  such  visibility.  Possibly  on  request  queries,  reports,  other.
